An Ordinance to authorize a public servant, other than a police officer, to issue and serve
appearance tickets with respect to a particular class of offenses of less than felony grade.
THE CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF FRENCHTOWN HEREBY ORDAINS:

Section 1. Authority of Building Official or Agents.

The Frenchtown Charter Township Building Official or those of his%w ich he has
designated in writing shall have authority, pursuant to Act No. 366 ychigan Public Acts
of 1984 as amended and Act No. 147 of the Michigan Public Acts as amended to issue
and serve upon a person one or more appearance tickets if the Bu& ffjcial or his designated

agents have reasonable cause to believe that the person has co ed an offense or offenses
under any of the following Frenchtown Charter ns?

cause to believe that the person has committed an offense or offenses under Frenchtown Charter
Township Ordinance No. 137 (the Frenchtown Charter Township Uniform Fir%e) and any

subsequent amendments to that ordinance.
